YOU DON’T HAVE TO BUY 
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YOUNG CITRUS TREES NEED SPECIAL 
ATTENTION TO MAKE MAXIMUM GROWTH

Careful altention to 
planted citrus trees pays off with 
better growth and quicker pro- 
duction. 

Faulty irrigation or neglect of 
pest contro] stunts young trees 
and delays production in the early 
years of a young orchard. Un- 
protected trees become subject 
to sunburn and to: the attacks of 
rodents. ° 

A good program for handling 
new citrus orchards should in- 
clude: careful irrigation, frequent 
checking for pest control, and 
whitewashing the trunks or pro- 
tecting with tree wraps. Mulch- 
ing in the basins around the trees 
is somewhat risky because the 
mold offers cover for field mice. 
Weeds should never be allowed to 
compete with young. trees for 
moisture, soil nutrients, or sun- 
light. 

‘Citrus. thrips usually do more 
damage to young trees than any 
other insect pest. Dieldrin and 
sabadilla offer the best means of 
control. 

Sometimes California fire ants 
are troublesome. They may. re- 
move so much bark as to stunt 
the trees. Chlordane dust scat- 
tered around the base of the tree 
is effective in controlling. this 
pest. :

PARLATORIA 
SCALE APPEARS 
IN PLUM ORCHARDS

First crawlers of parlatoria 
scale were seen last week on 
plums in the county. This is an 
indication that the scale will con- 
tinue their hatch. 

Weather will determine the 
speed of the hatch, but one thing 
to consider is the 30 day tolerance 
limitation of parathion. Those 
fruits that are harvested the Ist 
of June will need spraying before 
or on the ist of May. 

Most. indications show that 
about a 10 day period can pass 
before permanent injury to the 
fruit will occur. 

The materials to use are: 1% 
pounds of 25 per cent wettable 
parathion plus a suitable neutral 
deposit builder and adhesive or 
one pound of 25 per cent wettable 
parathion plus one gallon of light 
summer oil emulsion, both are to 
100 gallons of water. 

Remember a two weeks period 
must elapse before work can con- 
tinue in the orchard. Orchards 
must be posted.

Statements made in this column do not necessarily reflect the 
editorial opinion of The Farm Tribune. 


There is one thing that our 
Congressmen and Senators don’t 
seem to understand; that is that 
different parts of the state needs 
different laws and regulations. I 
am intefested in the southern 
part of the San Joaquin valley, 
as I have spent most of my life 
here. Our valley from the Kings 
River’ south, has about 10,000 
square miles of land that lies be- 
tween the coast range and the 
Sierra Nevada range of méoun- 
tains. This land is almost all 
level.’ There is a gentle slope 
from the mountains to the Tulare 
Lake and the elevation is between 
300 and 600 feet above sea level 
and all this low country gets 
less rain than almost any other 
part of the state. The average 
rainfall for the last 75 years is 
about 9 inches. This was erfough 
in good years to make grass for 
stock and make grain crops for 
dry farming, but in the drier 
years we had crop failures and 
we had to fight all kinds of 
pests, such as ground squirrels. 
jack rabbits, grasshoppers and 
coyotes. 


When I first came to Tulare 
county in 1876, most all of Fresno, 
Kings, Kern and Tulare counties 
were just tangled swamps, or what 
we called “hog wallows,’’ plains 
or cactus desert. The foothills 
were the most prosperous part of 
the country. Every place in the 
hills where there was spring wa- 
ter enough to water stock, people 
homesteaded and they had plenty 
of free range and could make an 
easy living. The land along the 
rivers was heavily timbered, and 
in some places it was a regular 
jungle swamp. There was lots 
of redwood, pine, cedar and all 


.| kinds of drift wood all along the 


rivers and sloughs that clogged 
up the waterways so that the 
spring floods in wet seasons spread 
all over the country and did a 
lqt of damage in the spring. Then 
it dried up and evaporated and 
was a complete loss. Then a little 
later the people began to make 
ditches and take out water rights 
and irrigate and improve the land. 


When the water in the rivers 


was taken the people began to 
bore wells and pump underground 
water. The water was from 40 
to 50 feet deep, near the foothills 
and got shallower all the way 
down to the lake country, where 
they got artesian water in lots of 
places. This would be again if 
we could get water enough from 
the Central Valley, with what 
water we could store up in the 
mountains in Multiple Purpose 
Lakes, to keep a steady flow of

the same purpose for flood con- 
trol and wouldn’t depreciate much 
from evaporation. 

Every lake at that elevation 
would make an ideal summer re- 
sort. That elevation is the na- 
tural climate for the mountain 
trout and wild ducks nesting in 
that area in the summer. If the 
| people of this valley who own wa- 
, ter rights, those who pump under- 
ground water, the Fish and Game 
Associations, camp concessionists, 
and electric power interests, would 
call a meeting, they could work 
out a plan that would help every- 
one and hurt no one. 


If the people of this valley 
don’t get busy and do something 
about our multiple dam power 
sites, we will wake up some morn- 
ing and find that the power com- 
panies or'some Los Angeles firm 
will have all the power sites filed 
on and we lose our natural 
heritage. é 

I am interested in impounding 
the water in multiple purpose 
lakes instead of flooding a lot of 
valuable land in the valley where 
it can be used for nothing but 
flood control.

Trend: of conversation at the May meeting of the Porterville. 
Memorial District board Monday night indicates that there are ways 
in which this board and the Porterville Union High School board can 
get together to construct a public building that will serve veterans, 
the school and the community generally. And of perhaps greater im- 
portance, there seems to be a sincere effort by members of both boards 
to “get together,” an effort that is meeting with near unanimous 
public approval. 

With Ralph Jordan, Tulare county counsel, Cal Baldwin, deputy 
county council and Guy Knupp Jr., memorial district attorney, com- 
menting on legal aspects, and with several interested persons offer- 
ing comments, these points were brought out: 

1. The memorial district must spend its money to provide a 
meeting place for veterans, however, the state code says that when 
not used by veterans, a memorial building may legally be used by any 
public group and the memorial district éode also provjdes that school 
districts and memorial districts can “get together.” 

2. Control of a memorial building would rest with the mem- 
orial district board — a point that brought considerable comment. 
However, the matter of control appears to us to be a minor problem, 
since by proper scheduling, there would be little, if any, conflict 
between school, community and veteran events. This point is proved 
| by the use of ‘the present unsafe high school auditorium over a long 
| period of time for both school and community use. 

3. In order for the high school to make land available to the 
memorial district on a sale or lease basis, that land would have to 
be determined a8 not needed by the school board, it might have to 


be disposed of by bid, but these are technical legal points that can 
be taken care of. 

4, If high school land goes to the memorial board for an audi- 
torium-type building, located on any corner of present school property 
and not in the center of high school property, then it is likely that 
the high school board can justifiably relinquish practically all con- 
trol of this property and control of the building that will be eventu- 
ally placed on it, with the possible: exception of sale or lease terms 
generally covering the prohibition of uses of the building that might 
be detrimental to the high school, or to the community. Of course

Crown Suckering 
Improves Quality 
Of Some Grapes 


By Frederick L. Jensen 
Farm Advisor 


Crown suckering improves the 
quality of grapes on varieties that 
produce dense growth; Red Mala- 
gas, Ribiers and Cardinals are the 
principal varieties that benefit 
from such treatment. With Ri- 
biers and Cardinals especially, 
much of the thinning can be done 
by shoot removal. 

Crown suckering is not always 
a beneficial practice and if over- 
done can weaken the vine. The 
removal of shoots just because 
they have not produced a cluster 
on sterile shoots help to nourish 
the whole vine. 

Some shoots growing from the 
old wood must be kept for re- 
newal spurs — otherwise the arms 
keep getting longer and longer. 
On Emperors, especially then, 
shoots must not be removed since 
few dormant buds push out of the 
old wood except on young vines.
